The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

Claims 1-5 and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable 
over Kurtz et al (6882739) in view of Gutman (6493421). Kurtz teaches an x-ray 
diffractometer comprising sealed x-ray tube 50 (lines 56-61 of column 9), 
monochrometer in a housing 51, collimator 55 (beam conditioner) and detector 60. 
Kurtz does not detail the structure of monochromator 51, and it would have been 
obvious, therefor, to employ know monochromators such as the multilayer 
monochromator 8 of Gutman taught as part of an x-ray diffraction system. It is noted 
that terms such as "rotatable" and "adjustable" do not convey structural limitations, and 
it would have been obvious to make all optical elements of the Kurtz system 
"adjustable" to allow precise alignment and calibration without which the invention could 
not function. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kurtz and 
Gutman as above in view of Chapman et al (5987095). Kurtz does not mention a 
shutter. Chapman teaches x-ray diffraction apparatus including shutter 14, and it would 
have been obvious to equip the Kurtz system with a shutter so that the x-ray beam may 
be turned on and off without disturbing the x-ray tube.
